.1. Aim of the Directory 

■ f • . - - ' 

The Directory of Population Periodicals has been prepared by ESCA.P ^,\th special user 
categories in mind: government personnel, librarians/ docUnientalists, and research workers, 
teachers and students. 

Government personnel: Information on periodicals printing information on population is 
useful to Governments in determining a systematic population information dissemingiiion policy 
and programme. Countries canassess the present situation by studying the number of periodicals^, 
their characteristics, the sfibjects covered and the target audiences. Gaps in subject areas and 
in audience areas can be identified, and corrective measures can be taken. Comparisons with 
other countries can also help in the development of programmes of dissemination. 

Librarians and documentalists: This Directory provides a resource in searching for, 
-^iterature or in setting up a programme of systematic acquisition olberials: for ej^ample, what 
Is in pilnt, what can be ordered and v/hen and how exchange of Information can be arranged for 
individual centres and through networks at the national, subregional and regional levels. 

Research workers, teachers and students: Time-consuming difficulties in finding sources 
of^iteratur^^frequently result p the neglect of less wejl knOwn or less easily accessible sources. 
This causes systematic biases in bibliographies presented in population research publications. 
The Directory helps i;o bridge the gap, and will be of direct use to the research worker who 
seeks sources on data for a specific country or on a specific subject. ESCAP believes these 
data win encourage users .to examine more literature published uiside and outside their own 
countries for either methodological or comparative purposes. 

It is noted that there is a growing trend towards publishing documents in national languages 
In the region. Since the Directory is an English-language publicatiorij entries of periodicals 
published in other languages have been translated into English and incorporated in the Directory, 
It is hoped that this will, assist users in the location of necessary periodicals, for a part of tfie 
continuing function of^ the secretariat is to Help in overcoming barriers' to the flow of population 
information. • , ^ y 

II. How the Directory was prepared 

The present Directory is the product of four preparatory pliases: 

A. The purpose of the first phase, initiated in April 1972, was to locate population perio- 
dicals (with their addresses) in Jlie E^AP region. Several sources were utilized:

The questionnaire usted was a' compromise between three considerations: collecting infor-^ 
mation which would be c/ practical use to the target 'categories of users (government personnel, 
librarians/ documentalists, ^search workers, teachers and students); collecting information 
which would enable baste analysis oq, specific Information problems to be carried out;^ and 
keeping the questionnaire sufficiently • short and simple to a-vold jeopardizing the chance of ^ 
response. ESCAP is grateful to the many persons Inside and>.outside the 'Secretariat v/ho provided 
guidance on the p^apration of the questionnaire, 1*he definition of the words used jyas carefully 
checked in different languages tp insure suitability and consensus, , 

B, The second phase consisted of compiling the names of periodicals v/hich answered the 
questionnaire by country and then sending each lasting to the ESCAP population correspondents 
in their respective countries asking for suggestions of na^es of unlisted periodicals which 
should be included. This survey enlarged the present Directory by nearly 100 periodicals and 
provided another ejcample of the value of the cor-respondents to the Conamission in particular 
and the region as a whole. 




C. The third^hase . was the compilation of the Directory itself: presentation of the data 
anduts enhancement with the available International Standard Serial Number (ISSN) (Key 4 of 
the user*s ^uljie describes the value o^the ISSN), and the preparation of indexes, 

D. The fourth phase, preparation of the mailing list for distribution of the EXrectory in 
order to reach carefully selected target audiences, particularly in the ESCAP region, is 
important if the data are to be properly dissenUin^ed and utilized. This fourth phase in t^^ 
first stage ends when the reader-user has this docutMnt in hand, , - 

IN. Further necessary steps

It is necessary to improve or expand the Directory since the Division's surveys show that 
the .situation evolves constantly: new periodicals appear, others cease publication or modify their 
characteristics (changing emphasis on subject area or priority, or adding abstracts in foreign 
languages, etc.). Readers will note that pubrications in quite a few countnes in the region do 
not appear In t^ie present Issue. Their omission does not mean there is no serial publication 
in the field of population in those countries, and efforts are being made by ESCAP to establish 
communication channels so that new informatipn can be collected and presented In the futiire 
issues, Suggestloi^ are welcome. They should be sent to the address given-on page 8 of this 
Directory. ^ . 

A related p:^ject could include ejcpanding the Directory by including a list of population 
articles publl^ed each year by the periodicals listed in the Directory. 

This Directory, like other activities of the Population Division, may be viewed as a con- 
tinuing project to-lDuild a stronger basis for the actionc-oriented programme of ESCAP.

Key 4: International Standard Serial Number: 

The Internationar Standard Serial Number (ISSN) is included when known for each 
title. If the ISSN is not known, the country alphabetic symbol is^provided to allow for 
future inclusion of the ISSN when it i& assigned. The ISSN is a unique eight-digit number 
which .identifies a specific serial title and can be used to avoid ambiguity in transmitting 
title information. The origin and utility of the ISSN are described ^tow: * 

An InteYfiational Standard Serial Number is numeric code assigned to a periodical 
\ title. ISSNs are the outgrowth of an international effort for bibliographic standardization 
\- involving the International Organization for Standardization (ISO), Geneva, national 
standards and bibliographic organizations, and the United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO), Paris. 

The ISSN eight-digit code id written in two groups of four members separated by a 
47 hyphen. An optional two-letter country code serves as a prefix to facilitate geographical 
grouping. The identifier ISSN is conventionally placed between the country and numerical 
codes. Thus, an ISSN, can be recognized as "IX ISSN 1234-5678" where IS is the geogra- 
phical designation for intergovernmental organlzrations as publisher; ISSN identifies the 
sequence -as an International- Standard Serial Number; and 1234-5678 is the numerical 
code. , ^ . , ' 



The primary purpose of t±ie ISSN is to facilitate the^change of information about 
periodicals among readers, librarians, subscription agejji^fes and publishef s^ To achieve 
this, one symbol is assigned to a given periodidal regardless of variation in title form 
and regardless of similarity in the titles of d^erent publications. 

The assigning of* ISS]>Is is co-ordinated by UNESCO through the International Series 
Data System (ISDS) wltiti the actual assigning done by the national or regional bibliographic 
centres frequently located tn national libraries. If national or regional facilities dp not 
exist at present, ISSN assignments are undertaken by ISDS. , * / 



The utility of ISSN Is Important. Many serial publications are published In small 
numbers of copies. They may be Issued Irregularly and may appear and theq disappear 
while the area of specialization Is also covered by more well known and widely circulated 
Journals. By entering ISDS and "being assigned an ISSN, the periodlcal title and other 
bibliographic details, Including ordering and subscription Information, are made available 
to a much larger audience, both within and outside the region. The periodical's -contents 
can have greater value and usefulness. '
